A copy of the date-stamped post card is appended hereto. Furthermore, on the "Transmittal 
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Letter to the United States Designated/Elected Office (DO/EO/US) Concerning a Submission 
Under 35 U.S.C. 371" document, Applicants checked the box that indicated that "[t]he 
Commissioner is authorized to charge any additional fees which may be required ... to Deposit 
Account 19-0036. Thus, Applicants believe that any and all required extensions of time have 
been paid. 

In addition, Applicants note that the above-listed documents are scanned into the file 
wrapper on the United States Patent and Trademark Patent Application Information Retrieval 
(PAIR) system. Accordingly, it is believed that the Notification of Defective Response is in 
error and should be withdrawn. 

In fulfillment of the other requirements outlined on the above Notification of Missing 
Requirements, Applicants filed the declaration, paid the late declaration fee surcharge, and 
paid the excess claims fee on August 13, 2007. Accordingly, it is believed that all requirements 
have been completed.
